“It combines so many ele- 
ments; by growing food, you 
can teach people ... about nutrition,

opment or you want to be a scientist or maybe you want to be an artist, 
there’s so many different avenues you can use that is. based just on 
food. And by doing more of a community project, now it is not just you 
doing it alone. It’s a way of uniting people.” 


ceiving his degree in psy- 
chology in spring 2010. 
Chestnut Lot, which was 
started in 2011, serves as 
the main project in Foodscape. 
“T’ve’ worked on different sus- 
tainable food projects, and I’ve done 
a lot of designing native habitats for 
residential areas,” Serrano said. “I 
wanted to sort of keep that food pro- 
duction stuff in Long Beach but not 
for profit.” 
Serrano’s project came from what he called 
a “well-informed futility syndrome,” or rath- 
er, a period of depression.

Jesse Juarez’s design studio class 
was a little different from the typical 
college course. He was assigned read- 


; ings and his attendance was graded, 


but his final project — which required 
five weeks of intense focus — had a 
$150,000 budget. 

Juarez, a Cal State Long Beach ju- 
nior design major, was one of 26 junior 
design students given the opportunity 
to transform the first floor corridor of 
the Academic Services building from 
a bare hall into an engaging learning 


space and leave behind a creative leg- 
acy in the process. It was the first time 
the school had ever used students for 
facilities renovations. 

Associate Vice President of Physical 
Planning & Facilities Management Da- 
vid Salazar said that when it came time 
to updating the AS hallway, he thought 
it would be better to go to design stu- 


. dents rather than hire an outside firm. 


“There are many projects that we 
do on campus that students [can] get 
actively involved in,” he said. “It’s a 
learn-by-doing kind of opportunity for 
them.” 

The students’ designs were pre- 
sented to a panel including CSULB

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SACRAMENTO, Calif. — Denver 
billionaire Philip Anschutz, who has 
pushed to bring a football stadium to 
Los Angeles, also wants to bring wind 
power to California. 

A plan being marketed in Sacra- 
mento would bring California utilities 
thousands of megawatts of electricity 
from a massive wind farm in Wyoming 
being developed by the entertainment 
and energy mogul who also developed 
L.A. Live and Staples Center, 

The idea is being promoted by Wyo- 
ming state officials who say that, besides 
benefiting Anschutz, it could be an eco- 
nomic boost for the Cowboy State and 
an environmental plus for California, 
providing cleaner power at a good price. 

The proposal comes at a time when 
renewable energy is a priority for Cali- 
fornia utilities. A state law requires 


that by 2020, they produce 33 percent. 


of their power from renewable sources, 


such as wind, solar and geothermal. A- 


variety of California companies already 
provide wind power, and other firms in 
and out of the state have also expressed 
interest in providing renewable power. 

The proposed Wyoming wind farm 
and high-voltage transmission line — 
aimed for completion between 2016 and 
2018 —- face regulatory, corporate and 
political hurdles. 

In California, its supporters highlight

while doubters question the wisdom of 


buying out-of-state power and losing 
“green jobs” to Wyoming, The adminis- 
tration of Gov. Jerry Brown, while non- 
committal, has been unenthusiastic and 
has raised questions about the idea. 

The Wyoming wind farm and power 


transmission lines are being developed 
by two Anschutz Corp. subsidiaries: 


Power Co. of Wyoming and Transwest . 


Express. In all, they plan to invest up 
to $9 billion on 1,000 generators at a 
500-square-mile ranch on Interstate 
80 in south-central Wyoming. The area 
boasts some of the nation’s most consis- 


tently strong winds. 


Last fall, Interior Secretary Ken Sala- 


‘zar approved plans for the wind farm, 


much of it on federal land. He described 
it as potentially the largest wind enérgy 
project in the United States. It faces fur- 
ther environmental review, but officials 
hope to start construction in 2014. 

Separately, environmental officials 
are reviewing the impact of the pro- 
posed 725-mile transmission line from 
the ranch to the Eldorado Valley south 
of Las Vegas near Boulder City, Nev. 

From there, Wyoming officials and 
the Anschutz subsidiaries hope Califor- 
nia utilities will buy and deliver wind 
power over existing transmission lines 
that boosters say could carry enough 
electricity to power the equivalent of 
1.9 million Southern California homes. 
Any such agreement would have to be 
approved by the state Public Utilities 
Commission. 

Bringing wind power to California 
would have both economic and envi- 
ronmental advantages, the Wyoming 
Infrastructure Authority contends. The 
government agency has been briefing 
dozens of energy officials, grid opera- 
tors, academics and environmentalists 
in the state on the benefits of the project. 

“The value of delivering wind en- 
ergy from Wyoming to California is 


‘ compelling,” said Loyd G. Drain, the 


Wyoming authority’s executive direc- 
tor and top salesman. 

Ratepayers in California could see 
an overall cut in utility bills of $700 
million a year, the equivalent of the cost 
of building a large, natural-gas-fired 
power plant, the authority says, citing 
two recent studies. 

A 2011 study by the Western Elec- 
tricity Coordinating Council concluded 
that California residential, commercial 
and industrial ratepayers could save 
$600 million by buying some Wyoming 
power instead of California-generated 
renewables. That’s because the wind 
blows longer and stronger in Wyoming 
than in California, the report said. 

A second study, released last week by 
the University of Wyoming, says an addi- 
tional $100 million a year could be saved 
if California combined 3,000 megawatts 
of Wyoming wind energy with the same 
amount of in-state wind power. 

‘But Wyoming faces some significant 
challenges before the windmills start 
turning and the transmission lines be- 
gin delivering Wyoming power to Cali- 
fornia, experts say. California wind and 
solar generators probably would rankle 
at the out-of-state competition, and 
California labor unions may raise com- 


plaints about losing jobs to other states.

Proud of his Cambodian heritage, 
Ung was club president of the Cambo- 
dian Student Society on campus and 
part of the Cambodian Town Coun- 
cil, Cheryl Yin, a friend of Ung and 
the creator of the The Christopher 
Ung Memorial Fund website, said via 
email. 

When Ung wasn’t in school, he 
liked to go out to eat with friends and 
was a devoted Clippers fan, Yin said. 

“He could turn the most boring 

‘night into the best night ever,’ Yin 
said. 

Friends of Ung, like Yin and Cabas-

al, said Ung’s characteristically funny 
faces have generated Facebook re- 
quests for silly photos of him to place 
on his headstone. According to Yin, it 
was rare to see a photograph in which 
Ung wasn’t making a comedic pose or 
doing “something silly.” 

Ung is survived by his father, Ray; 
mother, Lindsey; and younger sister, 
Christine. 

A viewing for family and friends is 
scheduled for Friday from 5 to 8 p.m. 
in room 104 of Sky Rose Chapel in 
Whittier. 

The funeral will be held Saturday 
from 1 to 2 p.m. at the same location. 
The family has requested that those at- 
tending the service arrive no later than 
12:30 p.m. 

The. family is accepting dona- 
tions through The Christopher Ung 
Memorial Fund at www.gofundme. 
com/Ivwvw0. Ung’s family has also 
posted a request on his Facebook page 
for letters including any funny and 
fond memories of Ung to make into a 
book and keepsake for the family. 
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Like most projects, Irvine said that 
urban farming also comes with chal- 
lenges. 

“It’s a very idealistic concept, but you 
really have to take into consideration 
human nature ... That’s why farming 
is so difficult,’ she said. “That’s why 
people left farming. They wanted to go 
to the city where it was easy to work.” 

When entering a community effort, 
Irvine said that individuals have to re- 
alize human tendencies, which includes 
competition. 

“It’s a great concept, but in reality 
people like to own things,” she said. “I 
think it’s very important that you main- 
tain a sense of community when you 
have urban farming, and something 
that Ryan [Serrano] has like Foodscape, 
it’s very much a community idea.” 

Every Thursday and Sunday at 9:30 
a.m., Serrano, the apartment complex 
residents who own Chestnut Lot and 
additional volunteers come out to work 
on the farm. 

“There’s always just impromptu les- 
sons that end up happening,” he said. “A 
lot of people just really like the social 
aspects, because it’s all really awesome 
folks that come out and volunteer.” 

Another reason why people come out 
to volunteer, Serrano said, is because it 
gives them a chance to step. outside and 
enjoy the Southern California weather. 

“So many people are starved to do 
manual work,” he said. “We are de- 
signed to use our ambulatory kind of 


- power to do these kinds of things, but 


we are put in these unnatural places 
like cubicles or classrooms, and we aré 
forced to sit for hours.” 

The garden even comes complete 
with an area for socializing, which is 
situated in the entrance by an alleyway. 
- Apart from food security, Serrano said 
that the garden could help keep crime 


- levels down, maintain health within the 


community and make people happy. 

“It’s important for people to under- 
stand for their own sake what the state 
of our food system is, especially living 
in metropolitan and city areas, because 
people don’t understand that fossil fuels 
are a finite resource,” Serrano said.

tina Cedeno said that she has never par- 
ticipated in a community garden. How- 
ever, she said that she likes the ideas of 
getting involved, learning new lessons 
and working within a community.

“T think students could really benefit 
from growing their own food. It’s al- 
ways great to have someone friendly to 
share their knowledge.” 

Other than working on Chestnut Lot 
and Foodscape, Serrano hosts open mic 
night at Portfolio Coffee Shop, plays 


drums in the band Panther Heart and 
works as a landscaper. Future goals for 
Foodscape include building a stronger 
force of volunteers and finding more 
lots to turn into gardens.

Lance Armstrong's sentence is too long compared to other cyclists 


To say I was disappointed when I watched Lance 
Armstrong admit to Oprah Winfrey that he took 
performance-enhancing drugs in all of his seven 
Tour de France victories is an understatement. 

Words like “heartbroken” and “devastated” 
still can’t accurately describe what I felt when 
I first heard Armstrong admit to doping. After 
having afew weeks to ruminate on the matter 
though, I must confess that I have forgiven Lance 
Armstrong. 

Forgiveness for participating in what the Unit- 
ed States Anti-Doping Agency [USADA] called 
one of “the most sophisticated, professionalized 
and successful doping program{s] that sport has 
ever seen” must come at a cost. 

I do agree with the USADA and the Inter- 
national Cycling Union [UCT] in their decision 
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to strip Armstrong of all of his seven Tour de

and the UCI that Armstrong 
should be banned from the 
sport, though I disagree strong- 
ly with their length of his ban. 

The USADA’s decision to ban Armstrong for 
life from participating in marathons, triathlons 
and cycling events is completely unprecedented 
and unnecessary. 

Alberto Contador, a Spanish cyclist who was 
convicted of doping in his 2010 Tour de France 
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victory, was given a two-year ban from the sport. 

Floyd Landis, an American cyclist who was 
also convicted of doping in his 2006 Tour de 
France victory, was given a two-year ban. 

If the USADA and the UCI are to act in con- 
juncture with previous rulings and precedence, 

; then the maximum period that 
Armstrong should be-banned is

his seven stripped titles. ° 
Since the USADA did not 

suggest a 14-year ban, or one anywhere close 
to that number, I still feel that Armstrong is the 
subject of a witch-hunt. 

The fact that Armstrong lied for years and 
went on the offensive against other cyclists is 
abhorrent and blatantly hypocritical. 
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At the end of the day, however, I must forgive 
Armstrong for his shortcomings. 

Despite lying and cheating in order to win 
races, Armstrong helped inspire a generation of 
kids to get active and motivate cancer patients to 
fight against'their disease. 

Armstrong was not the first to dope in his sport 
nor will he be the last. 

He was also not the first ever public figure to 
take PEDs nor will he be the last.

A star-studded cast can’t save 
what may be one of the worst 
movies of all time.

Oftentimes when movies are advertised as offen- 
sive, they turn out to be overhyped interpretations of 
what the films actually are. However, “Movie 43” is 
so genuinely offensive that it should be quarantined 
like an outbreak of the bubonic plague. 

A good comedy movie should be funny and invit- 
ing, but “Movie 43” is purely disgusting and point- 
less. In fact, the title “Movie 43” literally means noth- 
ing at all. 

The basic plot of “Movie 43” centers around an 
out-of-work actor, portrayed by the painfully uncool 
Dennis Quaid, who is trying to pitch a series of movie 
skits to the completely unenthusiastic Greg Kinnear.

Smoove, revolves around a woman wanting her boy- 
friend to defecate on her neck; another revolves around 
Hugh Jackman having testicles hanging from his neck.

Another problem with “Movie 43” is that its trailers 
feature almost all of the movie’s funny moments, and 
they aren’t even very funny.

Another streak was kept intact by 
James Ennis, who scored in double fig- 
ures for the 24th game in a row dating 
back to last season. 

The feat did not come without some 
drama however, as the senior guard was 
held scoreless in the first half while 
playing only nine minutes due to foul 
trouble. 

After the -break, Ennis took ‘over, 
scoring 17 points on 6-of-8 shooting 
from the field, including five threes on 
seven attempts. His only connection 
from inside the arc was a thunderous 
one-handed jam in transition. 

“In the first half I was frustrated,” 


Ennis said. “At halftime I was just 
talking to coach Monson, and he told 
me once again that I’m a senior and to 
pick it up and be a good role model.
